Bu x notwithſtanding this Science is a Qualification fo abſolutely neceſſary, it 
has never hitherto been rightly underſtood ; we have as yet, but a very imper- 
fect Knowledge of the Area, or ſuperficial Content of every Kingdom, Pro- 
vince, aud Iſland, either in ſquare Miles, or Acres, which muſt firſt be ſettled, 
before the Extent of a Country, and the juſt Proportion which it bears to 
any other, can with any Exactneſs or Accuracy be determin'd. 

Fo x theſe Two thouſand Years laſt paſt, this Important Article has re- 
main'd a Secret; our Stateſmen, Politicians, Travellers, and even Geographers 
themſelves, have wander'd in the Dark, and their Sentiments have been meer 
CO and vaſtly diſtant from the Truth. 

x E latter indeed (in ſome Mcaſure to compenſate for this Inperſection) 
have given us the Length, Breadth, and Circumterence, or the Situation of 
Places, between ſuch and ſuch Degrees of Latitude and Longitude ; but ſuppo- 
ſing their Admeaſurement even carefully and truly taken from the beſt Maps, 
"= the irregular Form of all Countries render their Labours very incorrect,

THAT the Methods hitherto practis'd have been of {mall Service to the 
Publick, and made but little, if any Impreſſion on the Mind, is too Self-evi- 
dent to need a Demonſtration; for our beſt Geographers are too often miſtaken 
in their Attempts to compare the Extent of one Country with another. 

As for Example. Great Britain is, by ſome, repreſented as the largeſt 
Iſland in the World; whereas Bornea is three times more extenſive : Sicily is 
compar'd with Ceyton, Ireland with Newfoundland, c.

J have in the following Sheets likewiſe attempted to Number the People, 
according to the beſt of my Judgment, that are ſuppoſed to ſubſiſt in moſt 
Countries and the moſt noted Cities in Europe. A Calculation of this Nature, 
I am ſenſible, is liable to Cenſure and Objection, as being too much Con- 
jecture, and the Dictates of Imagination. However, as I propoſe not to 
advance any thing extravagant or improbable, I flatter myſelf a few Obſer- 
vations on this Topick may be thought no diſagreeable Amuſement. 

Mx. Grant and Sir William Petty, both famous for their Computations, have 
ſuppos'd that about 1 in 30 may dye in London. In Paris and Amſterdam, ac- 
cording to other Calculations, about 1 in 26, thro' the foggy unhealthful Air 
of the one, and the narrow Streets and Number of Families crowded toge- 
ther in the other: But I am inclined to believe that for many Years paſt 
there have not dy'd in London above 1 in 32 or 33. And my Reaſon tor 
this Suppoſition, is becauſe thoſe Gentlemen, when they made their Calcu- 
lations, always included a Plague Year ; which, in taking a Mcdium of 20 
Years, will make a conſiderable Difference. 3 
Bur it is manifeſt, that for an Age paſt London has been the moſt health 
. City in all the World; and that the Sickneſs which for theſe laſt 3 Years 

as prevailed ſo much in England, and in moſt Parts of Europe, (as appears by 
the twelling of the Bills of Mortality) has been peculiarly tavourable to her. 

IN ſome ſmall Country Towns I have found by my own Experience, that 
chere is not 1 in 40 that dyes Yearly: And even in that large Town of St. 
Edmund 's- Bum, (where I took in the Bills of Mortality for 7 Years together) 
altho' a Small Pox Year was included, yet at a Medium there did not dye 
above 1 in 43, provided I was rightly inform'd of the Number of People that 
were taken by the Poll-Tax, and I ſuppoſe no conſiderable Alterations have 
happen'd there ſince. 8 5 

Txz Number of People that have died in London the laſt 1 5 Years 
amount to 395,466, the mean Proportion of -which is 26,364 yearly, which 
being multiplyed by 32, the Number of People will appear to be $43,648. Or 
ſuppoſe the Number of Houſes in London to be 105,000 and allow 8 Heads 
to each Houſe, the Number upon chat Calculation will amount to $40,c00. 
Some however will not allow ſo many Houſes to be actually in London; but 
then it will be neceſſary, for the Reaſons abovemention'd, to ſuppoſe that 
there are more Perſons in a Houle, for the Bills of Mortality arc doubtleſs un- 


der=reckon'd, by the Omithon of great Numbers of Diſſenters, beſides thoſe

NoTwiTHSTANDING the Abfurdity of ſuch extravagant Conjectures, 
the learned Vſius fell into an equal if not a greater Weakneſs and Cxedulity, 
when he attempted to demonſtrate that there were 14 Millions of Souls in 
Antient Rome. For how great a Regard and Difference ſocver is due to the 
Opinions of great and learned Men, I ihould hardly be prevailed on to believe, 
that even when Rome was in her greateſt Glory, there were ever that Number 
of Inhabitants throughout all Itahy, and probably not the Third Part at this 
very Day. { , 

L. E T 2 ſuppoſe however that all the Houſes could be rang'd together that 
are now in Keme, Naples, Venice, Milan, Florence and Genoa Now certainly

that France will never be able to retrieve the Loſs. Their Naiy grew too 


chargcable and burthenſome, and never appeared upon the Seas after the Year | 


1704, but their great Ships were laid up, decaying in their Harbours, and the 
ſhort Siege of Thoulon haſtened on their Destruction. 80 F 
O x the contrary, England, during the Continuation of thoſe two long and 


bloody Wars, in which their Expences were very little inferior to that of 


France, encreas'd in Trade, Shipping, Building, Riches and People; their 


Royal Navy grew ſtronger, and is now the Glory as well as Bulwark of the 


Britiſh Empire. 


A great Naval Force can never be kept up but where there is a vaſt extenſive 


foreign Trade, and large and conſtant Nurſeries for Seamen: But Commerce 
and Navigation never did, nor ever can flouriſh, but in free States. Merchants 


and Manufacturers muſt be indulged in the free uſe of their Liberty, and their 


Property muſt be ſecured: Trade will languiſh and decay under Diſcourage- 
ments and Oppreſſion; and Men of Subſtance are with Difficulty induced to 


traft their Effects in precarious Countries. 


THERE is no great reaſon therefore to apprehend that Trade and Com- 
merce will ever forſake this gentle, mild and wealthy Government, to fly for 
Protection to Poor and Arbitrary States; or that Manufacturers, or Artiſts, will 
again be tempted, by any ſpecious Pretences, or promiſed Rewards, to ex- 
change their Liberty for Servitude, 


The INTRODUCTTION. 


Armies have they brought into the Field againſt a formidable Confederacy of : 


Tr x Spaniards for above theſe Hundred Years have made a very contempti- 
ble Figure in Europe; but about the Year 1716 they began to rouze themſelves, 
and attempted to appear formidable to their Neighbours. Their Land-Forces 
Were repreſented to conſiſt of an Hundred thouſand Men, and their Navy of 70 
Sail of Men of War of the Line of Battle, beſides Frigates, Bomb-Veſlels, Fire- 
Ships, c. but there was more Noiſe than Reality in all this Bluſter ; for when 


a Squadron of Britiſh Men of War examined them off Cape 4.0 in Hicily in 


1718, their Complement was but 11 Ships of the Line and 16 Frigates. 
As for their great Land-Army, they did not attempt to oppoſe about 20000 


French that enter'd Guipuſcoa thro narrow Defiles in 1719, nor did they dare 


to diſturb them in the Sieges of Fontarabia and St. Sebaſtian, which ſurrenderd 


after a ſhort and weak Defence, notwithſtanding King Philip was marching to 
their Relief at the Head of 14000 Men, which, with about 16 or 2000 Men 
that were at that Time in Sicily and Sardinia, ſeem to be the utmoſt Force the 


Spaniards were capable of maintaining. . 
Ts certain the Hiollanders could upon any Emergency fit out a ſtrong 
Squadron of Men of War: But as they have nothing to fear from any Mari- 


time Power, I think it neceſſary to ſave that Expence, and to employ it in 
c 


keeping up and ſecuring their Banks againſt the Encroachment and Devaſtati- 


ons of the Seas ; to repair and augment their Fortifications, and always to keep 


ſtrong Garriſons in their Frontier and Barrier-Towns, to prevent a Surprize. 
T E French and other Nations labour under the like Inconveniencies: The 
railing and repairing of the Fortifications is almoſt as expenſive as the buildin 


and repairing of Men of War: And the ſtanding Armies which they always 


maintain in Time of Peace, either for Security or Grandeur, muſt no doubt be a 
heavy Load upon the Subject. ? 

Br Great Britain, by her happy Situation, is out of the reach of Danger; 
ſhe needs no other Fortifications than what a few Invalids can defend. For 
what Power, or combin'd Powers, can make a Deſcent upon an Iſland wherein 
are more than two Million of fighting Men, ſupported by a choice Body of na- 
tional Troops under the Conduct of brave and experienced Officers, and guard- 
ed by a Fleet that all the Ships of War at this Time in Europe are not able to 
engage upon the Seas, And for acting offenſively, a Fleet of 40 Sail of Men 
of War, with 4 or 5000 Sailors on Board over and above the Ships Comples» 
ment, would alarm the moſt warlike Nations: For thoſe bold and reſolute 
Men, with proper Encouragement, would undertake the moſt difficult or- deſ- 
perate Enterprizes, and carry Terror and Revenge to diſtant Countries, that 
thould inſult the Britiſb Property. 


To conclude, The Britiſh Nation has no Superior upon the Globe, and the
